HE first thing I did in Russia was to break my 
neck on an hotel staircasc—well, almost! 
This was at Minsk, the town where you make 

-your first halt if entering Russia by car from a 
westerly direction, and where you have the chance 


to observe the Russian 
quarters. 

I nearly made a headlong dive 
down those,stairs because this 
was my first sight inside a 
typleal Russian hotel, and I was 
overawed by the heavily-mould~ 
ed plaster “decoration” on the 
ceilings and walls, the laden 
chandeliers and the plushy cur- 
fains, . 

What I hadn't — noticed 
waz thni the stair carpet had 
been ftung Jooscly over the 
steps and the stair rods thrown 
haphazardly on top, so that the 
only safe way, of going up or 
down was by treading. warily 
om the uncarpeted edge. 

Despite this, 1 felt well dis- 
posed towards Russian things in 
general. As one of a party of 
five who had been driving to- 
wards Russia for four days 
with the minimum of delays, 
anything that the Sovict Union 
could provide in the way of reat 
and refreshment seemed bound 
to meet with my approval, 


‘TOOK TEN 


“t's true that getting into my 
hotcl room took a good 10 
minutes—-the key had to be 
shifted around in the lock until 
by sheer luck (and perseverance) 
the bolt shot back. But’ the 
magnificence of the heavy old- 
gold velvet curtains, marble 
bedside lamp and marble ink- 
stand made up for it. 

“ Sultenses were brought up to 
the fourth floor in a bone~ 
shaking ft manned by an 
ancient patriarch with a snowy- 
white spade beard, black, greasy 
clothes, round pebble spectacles 
and-a glum expression. He al- 
most hurled the baggage after

stony suspicion of others, 

This impression of contrasts 
and contradictions. was streng- 
thened as time went gr 

When we reached Moscow, I 
‘was not surprised to, find gold 
mosaics glinting in the marble- 
pillared Metro, decorative litter 
bins, hotels rising above the 
other buildings lke — ercat 
cathedrals,, and the dingicst 
shops and clothes IT have ever 
seen. 

Nor, desplte the wariness 
shown by many Russians to- 
wards foreigners, was I really 
‘surprised ‘when_once,... by .mis- 
take, I was’ ‘shown into ‘the 
closely-watched Foreign Office, 
and into the private sanctum of 
Mr Gromyko, the Russian 
Foreign Secretary, himself,
